£87.000.000, nearly £67,000.000 was done with 
Great Britam. Thi* has been very drastkaily cut in 
the last twelve months, largely, however, by the fal¬ 
ling exports from the Free Slate to Britain. 

If Mr. de Val^ should announca^ ibe Free 
State's intention of cutting itwlf adrift from the 
British Commonwealth, the status of citizens of the 
Free State at present in Britain, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland would have to ^ taken inlo coo- 
sideralion. It is pointed out that they at once would 
become subject to alien immigratiem laws and. unless 
agreeable to taking out their natoralization papers, 
would be liable to deportation.

year, and il is now anticipated that 1933 payrolls 
will exceed the 1932 figures. Logging camps are 
employing as many workmen as they did last year. 
Saw-mill payrolls show a five per cent increase, while 
the shingle manufacturers* payrolls are expected to 
be fifteen per cent greater than in 1932. 

The roost noticeable improvement has occurred 
m the metal mining industry. This year shows an 
inc.'.asc of approximately twenty per cent in the 
number of workmen employed. In the gold produc¬ 
ing p operties the increase is upward ot sixty per 
cent. Coal mines arc now operating at an increased 
capacity of about twelve per cent over 1932. 

The fishing industry, the power, light and public 
utilify operations, navigatjon. railways and ths general 
■umuficturing mdustries are employing about the 
same number of woHunen as, they did last year. The 
construction class and the outside sendees of the 
federal, provindal and municipal governments diow 
a decline. 

The enterprise of men whose usual employment 
has been interrupted or terminated during the past 
two or three years has resulted in the cstabli«bment 
•f a large number of small emplojring firms. Many 
•f these operations gri'e promise of being of a per- 
Rtanent nature. The whole industrial outlook of the 
prcvi.'ce, therefore, is more encouraging than it has 
been for the last few years. Plans for 1934 indicate 
a continuance of die general upswing in the induslrtal 
recovery which is now manifesting itself.

All of this is called to mind by tbe report of two 
archaeologists that the prdustasic copper mines of the 
upper peninsula, of Michigaii, worked by the Mound 
Builders countless centuries agBi also were worked 
by Vikings.
